ALEXANDRIA,, Hgypt, Aug. 15.—Tlie 
Council. of- Ministers. issued a commu- 
niqué tonight on events in the Sudan, 
the text of which it had been consider- 
ing for the past few days. After giving 
its version of events in the Sudan since 
Aug. ®, the communiqué states that the 
Ministers took the following decisions:

Kegyptian Minister ‘in eae to the 
British Government a protest agaifist its 
proceedings in the Sudan, and insisting 
upon the immediate formation of .an 
Egyptian-Sudanese _ commission; to ex- 
amine the situation, éstablish responsi- 
bilities and take measures to pacify feel- 
ings. and thus avoid bloodshed. 

The communiqué concludes that,. con- 
fronted by these painful happenings, the 
Egyptian Government’ entireiy shares the 
nation’s sentiments, and it is closely 
watching over the situation in order to 
preserve the country’s dignity and safe- 
guard its rights. 

The Egyptian’ Cabinet's communiqué 
was issued too late for full comment, 
but it is necessary to point out that its 
recital.of the Atbara events is glaringly 
incomplete, referring only to the British 
reinforcements there and thereby giving 
a wholly false impression that they. had 
formed a cordon-and fired on the muti- 
neers, whereas previous reports. show 
|that this was done by rae Sudanese 
| Arab Mounted Rifles. 

The Government’s omission, which, ‘ft 
is feared here, will tend unnecessarily 
te ‘inflame Egyptian’ feeling all the 
mote, is tegatded as inexcusable, since 
‘it is in possession of the fullest facts.

More Disturbances Reported. 

LONDON, Aug. 15.—An evening news 
dispatch from Khbartum states. that a 
party of laborers, armed with hammers 
and. sticks, started» a demonstration 
there today, but it was dispersed upon 
the arrival of British troops.

LAKEHURST, N. J.; “Aug. 45,—The 
naval dirigible Shenandoah left today 
to join the Atlantic fleet In manoeuvres 
500 milés at sea, her longest journey 
from land. She is expected back Sun- 
day for re-fueling. 

After cruising most of the afternoon 
down the Jerséy shore, the Shenandoah 
was. seyenty miles east of the Five 
Fathom Bank, off the South Jersey 
coast, at 8:30 o'clock, her radio officer 
reported. ‘The officer said the ship. was 
heading due eastward, and he made 
periodic. requests for’ radio .compass 
bearings which were furnished: by both 
naval communications and the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard in New York. At Ya o'clock | 
the Shenandoah was 80 miles east of thé! 
Delaware breakwater. 

Commander Zachary Lansdowne, -in 
charge of the dirigible, cast off from 


morning. A brisk Northeasterly breeze 
floated the airship rapidly to the South, 
and. her fins. angled’ to hold a course

The airship, which is carrying a picked 
crew of thirty-seven men, has orders to 
join the fleet. off the New England coast 
and assist: in spying out the approaching 
enemy some 500 miles beyond the battle 
line. ‘The “‘enemy’’ will be the midship- 
men's practice squadron of three battle- 
ships, which igs returning from its Sum- 
mer cruise in European waters. The 
movements of this: squadren have been 
kept hidden from the Atlantic fleet, but 
the Naval Board é6f Strategy’ is known 
to have arranged for its arfival off the 
American coast for tomorrow or Sunday. 
It is under the command of Admiral 
McCullough. 

Captain J. H. Klein Ir., Commandant 
of the Naval Air Station, said that the 
participation of the Shenandoah in the 
manoeuvres would be the<first use to 
which the. American Navy has ever put 
an airship over. great distances. The 
problem to be worked out, he said, gives | 
the Shenandoah an opportunity. to prove 
a new and important utility. 


Interesting Experiments Plantied. 


The dirigible“will. be under direct or- 
ders from the flagship of .the -Atlantic 
fleet, and Captain Klein expected many 
interesting experiments to be made in 
the evolutions set for her to execute.

Thus, the three points of the defense’'s 
plea for imprisonment rather than ex- 
éecution for the youths were attacked, 
it being the defense’s’ hopé to swerve 
Judge John R. Caverly toward mitiga- 
tion by showing that diseased endocrine 
glands, childish phantasies swaying 
their miaturer years, and stunted emo- 
tional growths, had Ffesulted in “‘mental 
sickness’’ in both Loeb ahd Leopold. 

Dr. Woodyatt refused to be moved on 
cross-examination from his statements 
in favor of the prosecution, The defense 
got no opportunity to attempt to prove 
error: in Dr. Singer’s conclusions that 
both youths were sane, as the hearing 
was adjourned upon conclusion of his 
direct examination. ~He will- undergo 
cross-examination. by. Clarence’ S. Dar- 
row, chief of defense counsel, at the 
two-hour holiday- session tomorrow. 

Boys’ Attitudes Analyzed, 

Dr. Singer was permitted to take into 
consideration all the evidence previously 
presented, excepting expressions of opin- 
fon, in stating his conclusions. ‘‘No 
evidence of mental disease,"’ ended his 
replies of approximately 1,200 words. in 
answer to hypothetical questions involv- 
ing each defendant. 

The courtroom demeanor of Loeb and 
Leopold was turned against them in Dr, 
Binger’s analysis of ‘what he termed 
their normal emotional lives. He as- 
serted that the carefree, laughing atti- 
tudés so apparent from the inception of 
the twenty-two-day~old hearing, lately 
had beeh dropped for a serious, worried 
appearance, with Leopold particularly 
displaying concern. 

As an example of the. youths’ emotion 
and intellect,-Dr. Singer cited their re- 
fusal to answer. questions while they 
were in the custody of the State’s attor- 
ney. _He said that to‘all interrogations 
they replied:

This same foundation is undertaking 
‘another service for the blind of Amer- 


Braille books for the blind. as ordinary 
books aré printed, that is, on both 
sides of the page, gréatly reducing the 
size and cést of the books and thus 
making them more conveniént for use 
as well as cheaper. ‘With the national 
movement for the prevention of blind- 
néss, with the increasing provision for 
the education of the blind not only in 


but in thecolleges and, universities, 
with the equipment eapecially of shops 
for the emiployment of those who can- 
not find it in the normal course of 
industry, and with the. ‘peculiarly 
thoughtful attention that is given by 
the local organizations, among them 
the New York AsSociation for the 
Blind, to the recreational life of. the 
blind,“none pt them will be left to sit 
in lofiesome darkness, if -only. the 
funds are forthcoming to extend to all 
what is given now to as many as can 
be provided tor with present means. 
No needy blind person in this “city 
should tbe without the nitans of 
“listening in’’ and the opportunity to 
work and to play.
